1 . This Office Action is a response to communication dated 10/04/04. Claims 1 , 
3-24 and 26-49 are pending in the application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "new 
multi-protocol label switching label" and "a label indicator" of the claimed 
"communication message" as recited in claims 47-49 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended.
